The compa ny ha ve a Korea n 
policema n who does these things—

children on their ba ck, go out a nd cut 
brush on the hills for their fires a Dd 
just now a re busy cutting greens a nd 
diggiDg a root tha t they ea t a nd they 
go singing a long ha ppy a s ca n be. 
The Chinese bring fine pongee silk

buy hea vy silk, 
twenty ya rds for from four to seven 
dolla rs gold, a nd their shoes ma ke a 
very good house slipper. 
Everything is beginning to grow 
a nd the wild flowers a re numerous 
but there a re very few trees in this 
gulch—a ll the mine wood comes down 
in chutes from the other side of the 
mounta ins. 
Toda y the clouds ha ve hung below 
the mounta in tops while It ra ined, but 
la st Sunda y while it ra ined here we 
oould see It snowing in the moun­ 
ta ins 
I would like to write rega rding the 
wa r but a t present it is not thought 
best for us to do it. 
By the sounds from the creek I 
think the yea rly wa sh must be in 
progress. 
They la y their clothes over 
a fla t stone a nd pound them wtuh a 
smooth stick, a nd iron in a simila r 
wa y.
